Acid to the Already I>!»tr«:s«lnj; Situation 


of the Flooded District. 


Memphis, April 1.-—A heavy rain- 


fall accompanied by a strong gale 
from the west is adding to the horror 
of the flood situation, 150 miles below 
Memphis in the Mississippi deuta. 


There are four breaks, and each is 


letting ia stream as large as the Ohio 
river at Cincinnati, or the Hudson at 
Albany, and this tremendous outflow 
has caused a fall ot only one-tenth at 
Vicksburg, immediately below the last 
break. 


The rain and wind will probably 


cause more breaks. The river is now 
like an inland sea, and a brief tele- 
gram from a point below 
Rosedale, 


Miss., announced that the waves were 
pounding against the levee, and that 
at frequent intervals the water tore it- 
self loose from the main channel and 
dashed over the embankment. This 
being true, there will be in all proba- 
bility more crevasses. The rainfall in- 
creases and the wind intensifies the 
danger.

JOHNSON'S LONDON. 


It W»« Practically lubu* l/i> to » 


Uttle more than a c«ntury ago 


Dr. Johnson's London was practical- 
ly intast Old London bridge still 
fctood. filling with its eminently pic- 
torial IJOUS&B very uiuch the position 
of the old Pont Xouf in Paris. The 
Fleet river still rolled its course— a 
muddy and ill smelling course, it is 
true — down Farringdon street and 
across Ludgate circus to the Thames. 
The very name of New Bridge street 
was probably derived from the 
handsome structure at Bridewell, 
which formed part of Wren's fine 
scheme for the rebuilding of the 
city after the fire. From a river the 
Fleet sank to be a ditch, and then 
it became the underground sewer 
which it has ever since remained. 
Then you might still be relieved of 
your purse by highwaymen on 
Moorfields or be molested by "fresh 
water pirates" in the Pool. 


The old privileges of the guilds 


were in full force, and the great 
offices of the corporation were mat- 
ters of bargain and sale. Yet, even 
when Farmer George was young, 
we may see the beginnings of the 
city which we know today. The 
streets, were uncomfortably crowd- 
ed, the pavements were shocking 
and the roadways almost as bad. 
When poor Mrs. Gilpin jolted and 
lurched along in her chaise, "as 
though Cheapsido were" mad," the 
noise must have been deafening. 
And, for the matter of that so rapid 
and thorough have been modern 
improvements in London, within 
and without the walls, that it is 
difficult to realize that well within 
the last 20 years Fleet street itself 
was still paved as Cheapsidewas 
the day tho Gilpins went to Edmon- 
ton and Ware. The aldermanic tur- 
tle is almost ns modem as the city 
pavements, for it was not until 1768 
that it first appeared at those civic 
feasts which it was destined to grace 
in perpetuity. It is true that well 
paved streets were not so important 
in tha days when the Thames was 
still the highway of the genteel and 
when even the lord mayor's proces- 
sion was a water pageant. 


It may be doubted whether Lon- 


don ever was a very quiet place. A 
hundred years back it must have 
'been almost as noisy as it is now. 


-:, When there were no drays . or 
"chariots" to roll over the cobbles, 
there- were still tho criers of "fine 
strawberries" and the hawkers of 
all manner of eatables, tlio .purvey- 
ors. -of lavender and dozens of other 
itinerant venders. 
So late as 30 


years ago "London Cries" was a 
popular 'nursery, book, despite tho 
villainous illustrations. Intliis mat- 
ter of town noises municipal admin- 
istration has made but little prog- 
ress, though it is only fair to say 
that the city is now a far quieter 
place in the late evening than Ken- 
sington or Belgravia. Mwcli that 
we find in Mr. Welch's book reafis 
curiously ancient. "Yet it is not *-o 
long since the Tower received polit- 
ical prisoners— Mr. Wilkes and Sir 
:Francis Burdett woro' both ' sent 
there by an exasperated legislature 
.-—and lotteries wore officially drawn 
at G-uiklliall. .-The "Tower, though 
still technically a fortress, with KO 
ingress or egress, after a given hour 
of the night, is now iflainly a muse- 
um, and tho wheel of fortune wliicli 
onco revolved in Guildhall yard has 
given place to the Mansion House 
relief funds. — London Standard,

JOHNSON'S LONDON. 


It Wwt Practically luuutt l:j> to m Ceatary 


Asa. 


Little mere than a century ago 


Dr. Johnson's London was practical- 
ly intact Old London bridge still 
etood. filling with its eminently pic- 
torial houses very much the position 
of the old Pont Xeuf in Paris. The 
Fleet river siill rolled its course—a 
muddy and ill .smelling course, it is 
true—down Farringdon street and 
across Ludgate circus to the Thames. 
The very name of New Bridge street 
was probably derived from the 
hacdsomo structure at Bridewell, 
which formed part of Wren's fine 
scheme for the rebuilding ot tbe 
city after the fire. From a river the 
Fleet sank to bo a ditch, and then 
it became the underground sewer 
which it has ever since remained. 
Then you might still be relieved of 
your purse by highwaymen on 
Moorfields or be molested by "fresh 
water pirates" in the Pool. 


The old privileges of the guilds 


were in full force, and the great 
offices of the corporation were mat- 
ters of bargain and sale. Yet, even 
when Farmer George was young, 
we may see the beginnings of the 
city which we know today. The 
streets were uncomfortably crowd- 
ed, the pavements were shocking 
and the roadways almost as bad. 
When poor Mrs. Gilpin jolted and 
lurched along in her chaise, "as 
though Cheapside were" mad," the 
noise must have been deafening. 


j And, for the matter of that, so rapid 
and thorough have been modern 
improvements in London, within 
and without the walls, that it is 
difficult to realize that well within 
the last 20 years Fleet street itself 
was still paved as Cheapside was 
the day the Gilpinswent- to Edmon- 
ton and Ware. The aldermanic tur- 
tle is almost as modern as the city 
pavements, for it was not until 1768 
tbat it first appeared at those civic 
feasts which it was destined to grace 
in perpetuity. It is true that well 
paved streets were not so important 
in the days when tho Thames was 
still the highway of the genteel and 
when even the lord mayor's proces 
sion was'a water pageant 


It may bo doubted whether Lon- 


don ever was a very quiet place A 
hundred years back it must have 
been almost as noisy as it is now. 


When there were no drays or 


"chariots" to roll over the cobbles, 
there were still the criers of "fine 
strawberries" and tbe hawkers of 
all manner of eatables, .the purvev- 
ors of lavender and dozens of other 
itinerant venders. 
So late as 30 


years ago "London Cries" was a 
popular nursery book, despite tho 
villainous illustrations. In this mat- 
ter of town woibes municipal admin- 
istration has made but little prog- 
ress, though it is only fair to say 
that tho city is now a far quieter 
place in the late evening than Ken- 
8ington or Bolgi-avia. Much that 
we find in Mr. Welch's book roads 
curiously ancient Yet it is not go 
long since the Tower received polit- 
ical prisoners—Mr. Wilkcs and Sir 
Francis Burdett were both sent 
there by an exasperated legislature 
—and lotteries were officially drawn 
at Guildhall. Tho Tower, though 
still technically'a.fortress, with no 
ingress or egress after u giveu hour 
of the night, is now mainly a .muse- 
um, and the wheel of fortune which 
onco revolved in Guildhall yard has 
given place to the Mansion House 
relief funds.—London 'Standard.

•ed." Tie doorkeepers swing the doers 
open to everybody. Within the large 
vestibule nothing is seeu which indi- 
cates the arrangement and purposes of 
the different parts of the mansion. It 
•was not always so, for originally the 
now concealed corridor, or middle hall, 
•with the staircase on the right, -was a 
part of the entrance hall Now the 
spaces between the middle columns are 
closed with colored glass partitions, and 
the vestibule is simply a large, square 
room pleasant to get out of. 


No way appears to open to the state 


apartments in the center or; to the west 
wing, which is devoted to the private 
apartments. Yet glass doors are there, 
though as imperceptible to the stranger 
as a swinging panel. To the left there 
is a door which is always open. It ad- 
mits to a small hall, across which a sim- 
ilar door is the .side entrance io the 
great east room. About this splendid 
room, comprising the whole east end of 
the mansion, the visitor may wander at 
will before the portraits or enjoy from 
the windows the beamy of the treasurr 
tnilding to the east or the impressive 
landscape to the Bontb, incltiding the 
towering shaft of the Washington mon- 
ument and beyond the ever charming 
Potomac, spreading with 
enlarging 


curves toward Mount Vernon, and in 
the jarivate garden raider the windows 
be may chance to see a merry band of 
little ones. 


From the small hall between the ves- 


tibule and the east room a stairway as- 
cends toward the medial line of the 
building to a wide middle hall, on each 
side of which are the offices of the pres- 
ident The arrangement is simple, and 
in the floor plan covers the space occu- 
pied below by the east room and the 
green room, the latter being the coun- 
terpart of the small hallwith the public. 
stairway jest mentioned. At the head 
of these stairs, over the green room, , is 
the cabinet room, which is the first! 
apartment in the south side of the hall,' 
a jog of two steps, at the private door 
into the president's room, marking the 
raised ceiling of the east room below. 
The president reaches hia office through 
the csbmet room, entering the latter 
from the library, which corresponds on 
the second floor with the blue room of 
the state apartments. President Arthur 
indeed used the library as his office and 
the cabinet chamber for an anteroom, 
while his private secretary was domi- 
ciled in the traditional office of the pres- 
ident. During his first term Mr. Cleve- 
land preserved the same arrangement. 
Bnt General Harrison went back to the 
office hallowed by Lincoln's occupancy, 
and Mr. Cleveland, on his return, found 
tie arrangement so satisfactory that he 
ontmuedit.

No. 1 engineers except to nwear and 
put on airs. AR for mates, two good 
firemen are better'n a dozen of the 
overbearin cuss>es. S«e? What cap'n 
would 'a' thought to dive down un- 
der water and smash that bulkhead 
what was keepin tho men out of the 
lire pit? W'y, like as not he'd 'a' 
had some fool plan and gone to in- 
terferin with the only cool head 
aboard the boat. 


"Huff's story is O. K., but I had 


a little e:cperSenco which lays it on 
its beam ends some flatter'n the old 
Sibery laid on her starboard with 
her weather side so high out of wa- 
ter thet the d 
d treacherous ele- 


ments could only git a little epray 
on to thet deckload of ice. 'Twas 
in war times, and we had loaded 
with beans at Chicago for Buffalo. 
Ye see, every bloomin farmer in 
the country had taken to raisin 
beans for the army as the best thing1 
they could do to help squelch the 
rebs. The crop hadn't been over 
and above good thet year, and them 
Chicago hustlers war a-tryin to cor- 
ner it and make the government pay 
big money for its bean rations.

*'We went through the jstraits 
s slick as a whistle, but when wo 
jot in Lake Huron it was blowm 
great guns and snowin thick as 
fog, 
nnd the seas war enough to 


make, yer Juiir stand up like a cur- 
rycomb all over yer head. Says I 
to myself, 'This is growm interest- 
in,' and I told the firemen to keep 
the fires roarin while 1 took a look 
on deck. Tho boat had her head 
well on and was keepin purty steady, 
but it looked bad, sure enough. The 
seas war'mountain high,'as Huff 
says, and the snow thet thick you 
could hardly sec across the deck. 
The cap'n and mates came over to 
where I stood and war on the point 
of askin my advice when a tiiunder- 
in big roller camo over tlio stern, 
sweepin the deck clean, and them 
as wasn't washed overboard war 
half drowned, us fellers standin at 
the head of the stair bein bent 
down in to the fire pit without know- 
in how we got there. Tho man at 
tho wheel was scared onten a year's 
growth and let go, and the ne.vt 
minute the boat swung round, and 
her sta'board wheel was spiumu m 
the air, and the other one was labor- 
in in :iO feet, of water. When we 
gat our breath, the cap'n hollered 
out, 'What's the matter ('

"Says I: 'Ye dry up, and don' 


let me hear another word outou yer 
mouth, and, mind, ye slinkin cow 
ard ye, when wo gits iuto port yi 
and I can't walk on the same side 
of the street Cos why ? Because 
there'd bo a collision, and some 
body'd get hurt, and it wouldn't be 
Jim Bl>>wit,' says I, at which the 
men give three cheers and a tiger, 
and the cap'n got bluer round the 
gills and kinder sighed. Then he 
give the almightiest screech I ever 
heard and hollered, 'The beans, 
the beans!'and then fainted dead 
away and fell in the water. We 
fished him out and hung him on a 
bulkhead frame 10 draen and then 
looked around. Sure enough, them 
blamed beans had begun to swell 
from the water we'd taken and war 
already crawlin through 
every 


crack and openiii. 


"Now, ye see, Huff had wheat 


aboard, a decent sort of grain that 
ye can count on behavin itself in 
most any situation, which is w'y it 
didn't buther him any when them 
bulkheads war stove in and them 
hatches smashed. It knowed its 
place and staid there, but bean? 
can't be depended ou. Ye c'n count 
on their servin ye a mean caper jest 
when ye're in tho worst situation to 
cope with ir. 'Boys,'says I.'them 
beans has got 
t<^ be dealt with 


mighty quick. They've got to have 


1 an outlet, or we'll all be in the por- 
| ridge in no time. Beans are cussed 


j unreliable things. Jest get axes, 


j and wherever ye can cut a hole and 
j let out the surplus. 
Cut it mighty 


quick. Away to yer duty,' says I 
in a commandin tone, and they 
went. Then 1 shook my fist at the 
cap'n, hangin there a-drippin like a 
drownded cat, and then went to 
heavin coal. By this time we were 
runnin with only one wheel, the 
other crank bein broke, and we 
war jest goin round in a circle, like 
a man lost in the woods. 


"I was thiukin out tho situation 


at a pressure of ten tons to the 
square inch of brains when, crash! 
Great God! The lee bulkhead had 
been burst in by them swellin 
beans, and tons ot "em began to 
pour into the fire pit Tho way they 
sucked up tho water was a caution, 
and quicker'n a cat I opened tho fire 
doors and began thovelin in beans 
by the peck. They war putty damp, 
but they made a roarin fire thet 
burned blno and hot. I yelled to tho 
men to como and help me, which 
they did, us they had cut holes out- 
en which the beans war runiiiu a 
stcadj* stream into the lake, and, 
by George, it may pound fishy, boys, 
but I'll bo bamed if it ain't true 
thet them pesky beans, which wo 
thought war bound to bnst the boat 
to flinders, war snioothm down the 
sea like oil and actin contrary to 
their well known reputation, which 
is what I say is the nature of beans 
to be unreliable, for here they war 
stillin tho tempest instead of r-aisin 
one, as they generally do! 


"Well, in less'n un hour we were 


in a dead calm, the wind havin no 
moro effect on them beans than a 
child's, breath. I was mighty quick 
to size up the situation and in jest 
no time had jill hands at work git- 
tin things a little shipshape, takin 
good care to have a steady stream 
of beaub ilowin overboard. Well, 
we lay to for about 21 horn-sand 
then started up, I takin command 
and navigatin the ship from the en- 
gine room.

The socket does not come 
quite down to the fchouldt-r of th 
ba:=e of the spindle. The bearing is 
on tho top of tho spindle, upon 
which th<* smooth, rounded top ot 
the socket turn.-,. It is at the top of 
tho spindle that tin- balls are placed 
when a vane is made with ball bear- 
ings. 


The be.it vanes are iiiade with the 


greatest nicety and precision, so 
thjit they balance perfectly and turn 
with the least possible wear. The 
vane is, of course, longer on one 
side of the socket than on the oth^r, 
or it would not turn with tho wind, 
jut its weight is the same on both 
sides. If it is a narrow vr.ne, for 
nstance, the weight of the solid 
head is easily made equal to that of 
the longer, projecting, but thinner 
'eather end, and all vanes, whatev- 
er they may be, are balanced as to 
weight and so adjusted that they 
urn easily and with the least possi- 
)le friction. 


A perfectly constructed and nice- 


y adjusted vane whose support re- 
mains plumb will keep in work- 
nt; condition for a great many 
ears. There is a. vane on a church 
n Ridgefield, N. J., that, so far as 
nformution goes, has been turning 
unfailingly since the year 1700. 
\n ill balanced vane of poor rna- 
erials might not last moro than ten 
ears. A correctly constructed vane 
'f good materials would last many 
•ears longer. It may also be said 
hat such a vane never wears out. 
V vane is oiled when it is first put 
ip, but never after that. 


The vane is not held down upon 


ts supporting spindle in any way 
xcept by its own weight, and it 
might seem that a gnst of wind 
vould sometimes rise up under it 
vith such force as to lift the vane 
lear. But the spindles are from 


to 10 inches in length, and the 


-ane projects 
from the spindle 


mevenly — that is, with a greater 
iulk on one side than on the other ( 
-and the chances are immeasurably 
gainst a gust of wind of sufficient 
orce rising directly upward with 
ts force &o distributed that it would 
tft the vane straight upward with- 
ut binding on the spindle. A man- 
facturer of vanes says that as a 
natter of fact he had never known 
a vane to be lifted off by the \\ ind. 


But it might be possible for a vane 
o be lifted off from above, as by 
lie tail of a kite, and sometimes the 
vorkinu of u vane is interfered with 
y a kite tail twi&ted about it. A 
o«tly indicator vane that had been 
et np with great can; became after 
u tiuio irregular and uncertain in 
its operation. There was no api>ar- 
ent cause for tho failure, but a mi- 
nute examination revealed a piece of 
kite tail twisted around the spindle. 
This was removed, and thereafter 
tho vane worked perfectly. It is 
not a common thing for kite tails 
to catch m weather vanes, but it is 
not so \jncommon as to be very re- 
markable. 
Sometimes vanes are 


struck by lightning, so that they 
will not work. It may be that a 
vane that does not always turn, is 
so situated with relation to other 
buildings that when the wind is 
from certain quarters tho current 
docs not reach it, but a good vane, 
properly mounted and set where the 
wind can get at Jt, will turn with 
the wind for an almost indefinite 
period. 


Tho bcPt varies are ma('i> of cop- 


per, gilded. Tho gilding will stay 
bright lor a lo'ig time. Vanes are 
made iu a very great variety of 
btyles. One manufucniTor makes 
more than 500 different styles of 
vanes, and vanes of any size and 
ile.sign are made to order. Tho vanes 
most commonly sold are the hor»o 
and tho arrow.— New York Sun

The Lima Gasetti continues its

The difference between the two 


candidates for council in the Sixth 
ward is this: Mr. T. A. Hume is en- 
tirely unpledged, uabiased, nnpreju 
diced, asd is not tied to any piviog 
Srm or corporation and should be be 
elected to tbe council he will, In the 
mait«r of tse street paving, act ic 
cording to fcis best judgment when 
the question comes up for determina- 
tion. Mr. Hume's endeavors will be to 
secure for tbe people the best paving 
uhatcan be secured, paving for it the 
smallest amount o? «E05cy consistent 
with good work. He, with other tax 
pajers, believes that an inferior joo 
of work would prove very expensive 
to the people who have to pay the 
bills and he would endeavor to guard 
them against such an expense. He 
would not be » party to any pb nor 
vote away the people's money in such 
a manner as to mcjssltate tbe im- 
position of additional tax to replace 
inferior work with that which is 
good. He has not formed any en- 
tangling alliances which would mill 
tate against tbe interests of the peo 
pie uor interfere in any degree with 
bis efficiency as a councilman, nor 
with bis free action in awarding any 
contract for street paving or for other 
public improvement. Mr. Hume will 
avoid interjecting bis personality into 
public service to the extent of refus- 
ing to vote for public improvements 
asked for by a large majority of his 
constituents because the passage of 
the desired measure would cause him 
io pay a pro rata amount of the ex- 
pense which such improvement would 
xratemplate. 
Taxpayers generally disapprove of 


tbe sentiment expressed by John R. 
Hughes in council last Monday night 
that "If paving taken at a low price 
did not last, the council could take 
the amount of money saved in the 
original contract and have the street 
resurfaced." 
They do not regard 
that method of letting contracts as 
conducive to the public good, nor the 
author of such, a sentiment as a 
capable councilman who is careful of 
his constituent*' interests. People 


'ho are willing to pay for paving 


the streets in front ot their property 
do not want tbe council to give away 
*50,000 or $100,000 for a street pav- 
ing contract, and be culed on next 
year to piy »10,000 or $20 000 to 
have the work repaired or resurfaced, 
and they are ready to say to a man 
who promulgates such sentiments 
and would carry such a principle 
into his public work that they prefer 
for him to step aside and let some 
more capable man, with more compre- 
hensive ideas, represent them in the 
council. Another feature about Mr. 
Hughes* remarkable ' sentiment is 
that while owners of abutting prop, 
erty would pay the original amount 
of the contract for street paving, tbe 
amount for repairing or resurfacing 
would come cfl tbe general duplicate. 
Thus, under Mr. Bushes' plan if 
Market street should save *20 000 
n their original contract for paving, 
in which all Market street property 
owners would be beneficiaries, and if 
n a year or so 920,000 would be used 
,o resurface tbe street the people 
over the whole city would be tsxad 
so raise tbe amount needed to repair 
Market street, each peraea paying 
ihe same percentage of tax whether 
they lived on Market or any other 
street. That would be ratber tough 
on the general taxpayer, but it would 
be very nice for the Market street 
property .owners to bave the tax 
paid by others while they receive the 
oenefit of it.
